1 learned a Harry Colestock origi- 
nal magic trick today. There were 
these two paperclip bandits, you 
see, and a rubber band police man, 
and a thousand dollar bill. You put 
them all together, and the magic in 
the story, and the trick in its assem- 
bly, have those two bandits tied up 
in no time, ready for the paddy 
wagon. 

It’s more science than magic, 
when you look at the components 
of the tricks Colestock pulls out of 
his sleeve, but the magic isin his 
twinkling eyes and sleight of hand. 

Now living in Walloon Lake, 

_ Colestock was born in Highland 
Park General Hsopital in 1923. He 
exemplifies the qualities that earned 
his generation the distinction of

being the “greatest.” He lived through the Great 
Depression with a resourceful family. became 
Valedictorian of his class, captain of his foot- 
ball team, earned a scholarship to Michigan 
State University, where he studied for a year- 
and-a-half before he was drafted into the 
Army’s Air Force to serve during World War 
II. He married his high school sweetheart and 
graduated from the University of Michigan af- 
ter the war, having completed his education 
while working full-time as an electrician and 
supporting his wife and young son. 

During his career as an electrical engineer. 
he led a group of engineers in the design of the 
guidance computer for the Atlas missile — the 
one that put John Glenn into orbit. He also 
worked for advanced automation companies. 
Even after he retired in 1988, Colestock con- 
tinued to invent things — a medical device that 
melts the knot at the end of a suture to seal it 
against the stresses of an active body, for in- 
stance. 

But in the 1930s, something occurred that 
has stayed with, inspired, and challenged 
Colestock ever since. He studied magic with 
the great Harry Blackstone Sr. , and he fell un- 
der its spell completely. 

“You can use a lot of creativity in creating 
tricks,” Colestock said. 

He created the rubber band and bandits one 
at 30,000 feet, flying home from Melbourne, 
where he had engineered an automatic assem- 
bly and test line for a six-cylinder engine for 
the Holden company, a division of General 
Motors. 

“My specialty is walk-around tricks,” he said. 
but he also invents large stage illusions, such 
as David Copperfield’s paper plane. 

He said that when you have been doing 
magic, as he has, for more than 70 years, people 
get to know you. Copperfield, he said, will call 
and say, “Harry, what’s new?” 

And with Colestock, some magic trick is al- 
ways new. 

A card-carrying member of the Society of 
American Magicians since 1986, and in the Or- 
der of Merlin in the International Brotherhood 
of Magicians, Colestock believes that magic 


should be fun. 
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A child still sees the wonder 
Of the diamonds in the dew, 
Magic in cloud mountains 

As they float across the blue. 
Each walk becomes adventure 
To some distant far-off land. 
Each strange new path exciting 
As he holds his father’s hand. 


The years will find us older, 
More wiser, some will say. 
Age transforms a child to man 
In many subtle ways. 

Take away my youthful years, 
The worldly goods I’ve piled. 
Only fet me hold most dear 
The wonder of a child ...

“Everyone needs a little magic in their life.” 
he said. He feels magicians who do the same 
old tricks — just doing what they have been 
taught — are losing something. “You have to 
invent some,” said Colestock. 

And the great thing is. magicians still are in- 
venting new tricks. Sometimes they even fool 
Colestock. 

“T have ideas about how it might have been 
done, but some are more puzzling than others,” 
he said, 

Still, magicians will share their magic with 
him so he doesn’t have to live in suspense, as 
his audience does, when he makes a yellow silk 
scarf disappear and then reappear in blue, or 
when he can consistently make a person draw 
the Queen of Hearts, or when he can guillotine 
a finger without Jeaving a mark. 


Also a painter, a gardener and a poet — all 
creative outlets, as are the magic and engineer- 
ing, he insists — Colestock’s home, which he 
shares with his wife Marilyn. is a haven of 
beauty, whimsy and light. If the idea of “magic” 
conjures up an image of darkness or scariness. 
Colestock’s house and demeanor dispel the 
misconception. 

Marilyn and Harry met and fell in love 
shortly after the death of his first wife in 2000. 
Both watercolorists. they met at an art gallery. 
For Marilyn. alone for 12 years, it was an un- 
expected blessing to meet and marry what she 
calls a Renaissance man. “He can do anything,” 
she said. “He puts younger men to shame.” For 
both, it was “electricity.” Harry asked her to 
marry him on their first date. 

Their basement — an inappropriate name for 
this bright chamber — is their studio. a long 
room filled with artwork and light. At one end 
is Harry's electrical inventions workshop. At 
the other, his magic workshop. filled with an- 
tique magic show posters and more than 600 
books on magic. Now in his early 80's, 
Colestock sll does magic workshops and is 
even available for birthday parties and special 
events — and he comes complete with a tux- 
edo and top hat. clown suit or wizard regalia. 
At Christmas he 1s a convincing and magical 
Santa. 

‘ Always, he is a wonder to behold. and al- 
most too busy — he installed the electrical and 
most of the plumbing in their new home him- 
self. 

Currently. Harry is working on his next book 
(McGraw-Hill published his book “Industrial 
Robotics” earlier this year and is asking for 
another) — a book of magic tricks for children. 

It promises to be good, for he has managed 
to hold on the wonder of a child, capture it 
in brilliant color, and pull it out of his hat 
like — magic.

Graduation 


I went to my oldest sister’s graduation on Sunday. It 
was a long drive from East Jordan to Olivet, through pour- 
ing rain most of the way, and I have a bone to pick with 
whoever created the signage for M-69, just north of Lan- 
sing. Or it may have just been operator error, but in any 
event I got turned around a time or two. 

The graduation was supposed to be outside, but after sev- 
eral hours of downpour, the venue was changed, and the 
thronging mass was squished into a little gymnasium to sit 
sideways on bleachers so that our knees wouldn’t impale the 
backs of the strangers in front of us. It was hot in the gym. 

The ceremony was good. Winston Spencer Churchill IT] 
spoke, his rich, clear ac- 
cent ringing through the 
gym. If you closed your 
eyes, you could imagine 
the House of Parliament, 
and the elder Churchill 
speaking the words now 
spoken by his grandson, 
and you could be sitting 
there. And from the van- 
tage point of history, the 
hairs would stand up on 
your arms, because know- 
ing how it ended makes all 
the difference. 

A poignant moment was when a graduate, instead of 
letting a school official read his list of thanks, took the 
microphone himself and thanked his parents. And then 
he thanked his girlfriend, and asked her to join him. 

There was a collective, “Oooh,” from the rest of us, as 
we leapt to conclusions. 

The girlfriend approached to a student-led chant of “say 
yes.” He knelt (we were right), and told her he wanted to 
wake up to sec her beautiful face for the rest of his life 
and presented her with a ring. She accepted it. My sister, 
sitting kitty-corner behind me, said prosaically that she 
could always say no later, without an audicnce. if she felt 
she'd been put on the spot. 

But we hoped she didn't. We cried. How contrived is that. 
and yet. we cried becuuse it was sweet and hopeful. We imag- 
ined that they had agreed to postpone marriage until he was 
out of school, and he had honored that agreement at the ear- 
liest possible moment. That was such sweet conjecture that 
it took on the form of truth, and we accepted it as such and 
cried just a little. Even the prosaic one cried. 

But mainly we did not cry. We envied or didn't envy, as 
the case may be, and clapped for stranger after stranger, 
as we waited for the lone familiar face. --- -- 

My sister’s face. At 49, graduating amid a sea of 20- 
somethings, smiling’ arid talking to them, one of them: a 
senior, a graduate, a compatriot in Olivet country — her 
grey hair and theirs, multi-hued, hidden under square mor- 
tarboards, and anyway, who.cares about grey hair? lam 
so proud of this sister. 

This is the sister who often said, when | was little, and her 
favorite (there has been some argument over that — often 
heated — but I have not conceded the point), that my hair was 
like “spun gold,” or who, five years my senior, thought that 
my childish witticisms were the stuff of genius and said so, 

She signed my sixth-grade autograph book, “I won't wish 
you luck, since ] will be there to help push you up the ladder.” 

When my niece was born, Ann’s allegiance turned im- 
mediately and unequivocally over to her. That made me 
mad and jealous (and I was in high school). | remember 
saying, how can you like her better than us (I meant me, 
but I am sure I diluted it to us) when you have only known 
her for a month? She told me | would understand when | 
was a mother, and of course, she was right. 

My niece, through no fault of her own, cut short a stel- 
lar college career for my sister, who went on to raise a 
family of six daughters, and never returned. 

Until two years ago. At 47, with her children now in 
school, Ann enrolled at Olivet and immediately resumed 
stellardom. She took a “full load” and then some, and 
kept her grades in a region most people only hope for 
even without six children, a grandson and a host of ac- 
tivities to dea) with. 

My sister is an involved person. Schoolwork sometimes 
had to take second place to ballet recitals, track meets, 
baklava for the bake sale at her Greek Orthodox church (I 
made that last part up, but it could have really happened, 
and something similar undoubtedly did). 

She’s busy, but now she’s finished with school, and will 
start looking for a full-time job. She will be teaching at a 
Lansing school, I do not doubt, combining the maturity 
and experience of her age with the fiscal appeal of a first- 
year teacher, and she will be a prize: one of those teach- 
ers students remember forever. A turning-point teacher. 

I just hope she slows down enough between the cap 
and gown and the chalkboard that I can get a little face 
time this summer. But it looks like now she’ll be at the 
top of the ladder, pulling instead of pushing. ;

As our seasons change 
here, so do they in Iraq. 
Very hot weather, with tem- 
peratures constantly above 
100 degrees, is beginning to 
make for discomfort for out 
troops. 

Additions to our boxes to 
be shipped should include 
moisturizing eye drops to 
counter the heat and sand. 
While “‘wet-naps” are a ne- 
cessity, a soldier should not 
have to deal with tearing 
open a dozen little tiny ones 
for cleansing and refresh- 
ing. Break down a large 
box of moisturizing wipes 
and repack them in packets 
about one inch thick in zip- 
lock bags. These will be 
easy to put in their packs 
when away from base 
camp. Gatorade is a neces- 
sity for replenishing the 
minerals lost throughout 
perspiration. Whole bottles 
of Gatorade in a pack can 
be heavy. The troops pre- 
fer adding powdered 
Gatorade to their water 
bottles—with which they 
are supplied when they are 
away from base camp. In 
some parts of the country 
Gatorade is available in 
packets, like tea and Kool- 
Aid, but not around here. 
Very small zipper bags are 
available for repackaging 
the powder into smaller 
packers. Try a jeweler or a 
sport/fishing store to get 
some small baggies. 

There’s good news and 
bad news from the U. S. 
Postal Service. First, the 


good news. Both large and 
small Size (free) shipping 
boxes are available for do- 
mestic use. (APO and FPO 
are domestic.) Any weight 
is only $7.70 for either size 
box. The smaller box 
would be ideal for cookies. 
The bad news is the cus- 
toms declaration forms 
now have four copies, plus 
the original. It will be nec- 
essary to write with a heavy 
hand so the information is 
clear on all forms. Another 
note on the forms: in the 
lower right hand corner 
under “Sender’s Instruc- 
tions” — if the package is 
not deliverable to the per- 
son addressed, check “redi- 
rect to address below” — 
and write “Unit Com- 
mander.” If the addressee 
has moved to another camp 
or has a different assign- 
ment, the package probably 
will not be forwarded. The 
unit commander may then 
distribute the contents to 
the troops in the unit. 
Thanks to the “lunch 
bunch” at the Boyne City 
Senior Center for collecting 
money for postage for 
packages sent to our troops. 
se
